If one were to honestly try and offer a justification for 
Florida, even the most gracious of observers would be hard- 
pressed.

t's never easy to know what to do 
when someone pulls your pants 
down and laughs at your genitals. 
With my soiled underwear bunched 
around my ankles, I stared at my 
assailant. He was amusing himself 
with comments about the size of my 
penis. I wasn’t sure whether to cry or 
swing violently at his face. My eyes 
welled up. But when I heard a smack! 
next to me, I quickly stopped feeling 
sorry for myself, 

There were 10 other sailors lined 
up shoulder to shoulder, all with 
their trousers down and cock ‘n’ 
balls fully exposed. The 24-year-old 
kid to my left, who I later found out was a Navy 
Seal, was bent over while four burly men were 
taking turns slapping his ass and laughing. The 
beating left a pink welt around his “USDA Grade A 
Beef” tattoo. I laughed too—out of fear—before 
being blind-sided with a bone-crunching kick to 
the tailbone. I whimpered in pain as the steel- 
toed boot dropped me to my bruised knees. My 
tormentor yelled, “Eyes front, whore,” and then 
yanked me to my feet by my hair from behind and 
began slapping me up and downa dirt path that 
led to a POW camp. 

In January 1991, the Gulf War had just broken 
out. I was in the Navy and had been assigned to a 
squadron that flew ES-3A Vikings—a four-man 
reconnaissance jet capable of hunting down missile 
sites. I signed up as an air crewman, but before I 
could strap myself into an ejection seat, I had to 
complete a five-day course at the mysterious and 
dreaded SERE School. Standing for Survival-Evasion- 
Resistance-Escape, the school is a classified, mock- 
Russian POW camp in Warner Springs, CA, that’s run 
by the Navy for all air crew and Naw Seals. It’s also a 
five-day trip to hell, specializing in cruel and point- 
less torture, created solely to prepare men for the 
day they're shot down and captured by the enemy. 

Three days before enduring my pants-down 
humiliation, I had been dropped off in the woods 
to learn jungle survival skills. It was more or less 
camping, only exhausting and without the fun 
stuff, such as shelter, drinking water and food. I 
didn't sleep, and at times the temperature fell 
below freezing. I purified dirty creek water and 
hunted for food—if you call chasing a rabbit for 
two hours through the wilderness then wrestling 
it from its hole and snapping its little neck hunt- 
ing. That was pretty much my only meal. 

After three days of this, we were told to imag- 
ine that our planes had been shot down and that 
enemy soldiers were all around us. We needed to 
evade capture or end up in their POW camp. It was 
7:00 a.m., and I knew that for the purposes of my 
training, it didn’t matter how far from the enemy I 
crawled, I was still going to be caught. On that last 
morning, we set out in pairs, even though I could 
barely walk due to weakness and hunger. When my 
partner was about 10 yards ahead of me, Imadea 
break for it in the opposite direction and ditched 
him fora large, densely thicketed bush. That's 
where I stayed, sleeping for the first time in days 
in the morning warmth. 
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“I see you, whore dog,” a Russian voice yelled, 
Startling me from my nap. “Stand up. Don’t make 
me shoot you and drag you out of that bush by your 
balls.” I had been told this time would come. But I 
didn’t know what to expect. There’s one of those 
cheesy codes about SERE school: If you go through 
itand hate it, let the next guy hate it too. Don’t 
ruin the “experience” for him. “I'll give you one last 
chance, whore,” he yelled again. I stayed put. I 
could see through the bush that two sailors had 
stood up and surrendered, placing their hands 
above their heads. Then I noticed the Russian. He 
had his back to the sailors. He didn’t even know 
whether or not there were any Americans in the 
area. It was a flush-out technique that worked on 
fear, and they'd been had. The Russian, turning 
around and realizing his trick had worked, fireda

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machine gun into the air—a signal for the torture 
truck to pick them up. I went back to sleep. To this 
day it was the most needed and sound sleep I've 
ever had. I awoke a few hours later to a boot smash- 
ing my face into the soft dirt. I had been caught. 

I was led into the camp through its chain-link 
fence gates. I was then told, ina really bad fake- 
Russian voice, to “grab my raggins.” This meant I 
was to hold on to the smelly green utility pants I'd 
been wearing for days with my thumbs along the 
outside seams and point toward the ground at all 
times—for no other reason than discipline. 

The compound was a giant dust bowl enclosed 
by a 10-foot-high fence. Huge PA speakers were 
mounted on telephone poles. One hundred black 
wooden boxes, about 3 feet wide, high and deep— 
much like dorm-room mini-fridges—lined the 
horseshoe perimeter. The boxes were wall-to-wall 
with one another, like doghouses, and they all 
faced into the center of the camp. Guards strolled 
back and forth on top of them, looking into the 
boxes across the yard. One guard dragged me to my 
little box, told me to back into it and gave mea 
number. I would be “No. 46” for the rest of my stay. 

There were hundreds of things I had learned in 
the previous week's classroom portion of SERE. The 





important ones were simple: Tell your captors as 
little as possible; keep your morale up no matter 
how excruciating the physical and mental torture; 
escape if at all possible; don’t fight back; and dur- 
ing interrogation, act as if you were a willow tree— 
meaning, when you're getting the shit pounded out 
of you, you're not allowed to defend yourself from 
either open-handed slaps or close-fisted blaws— 
bend and give them just enough information to last 
through the experience, but don’t break. No matter 
how bad it gets, don't crack. You're an Amencan, 
You're the toughest, I believed them in the class- 
room. But the same goons who taught me how to 
survive as a POW were now preparing to beat me and 
starve me and make me shit in a rusty coffee can. 

I could hear footsteps overhead as a quard 
walked on top of the boxes, reminding me thata 
beating was only inches away at all times. I could 
hear guards yelling obscenities. I could hear grown 
men—husbands, fathers, high-ranking officers— 
crying like babies. I knew my time would come. A 
guard screamed into each box and then dragged 
each prisoner out. You could tell how close he was 
by the number he called out. Forty, 41, 42, until, 
“Forty-six, get your ass out of that box.” Iinched 
out slowly, afraid of what was out there. He yanked

In addition to 
having a dry and dust-clogged throat, I was having 
a difficult time breathing through my windpipe due 
to the position I was in. “No. 46, get out of your 
box!" a voice yelled. I rocked myself out of the box 
from the darkness into sunlight. A quard draqged 
me like a dog by my shirt and burlap sack through 
the dirt until we reached a building across the 
camp.

The othermandragged | 
me back to my box and wedged mein. The sun was | 
nearly down and the blistering heat had turned to 
freezing cold. 

The beatings and interrogations would continue | 
around the clock, except for the occasional session | 
with a Russian who offered me cigarettes and an | 
early release if I would just tell them what they | 
wanted to know. [thought the little guyhaditout | 
for me personally now, and thatitreallywouldn’t — | 
matter whatI said at this point. But I didn’t talk and 
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guard yelled for me to get out of my box. “Strip 
naked, pigs. All except No. 45.” The goof had fallen 
asleep and we were going to pay for it. In the freez- 
ing cold, starving and losing our marbles, they 
turned icy water hoses on us from behind. My balls 
shriveled up into my body. They hosed us down for 
the next 15 minutes and then sent us back to our 
boxes. I took this opportunity to scrub my dirty 
skivvies clean in my box and groom myselfa little. I 
spent the rest of the night with my hood off, tap- 
ping a new code on 45's wall—it went, “Fuck you,” 
with two knocks—over and over again. And when 
my knuckle went numb, I would try to get the blood 
in it circulating again by picking my nose and trying 
to fling rolled-up snot onto the quard’s boots every 
time he made his rounds. I was one for 25. 

The next morning it was my turn to rake tne 
dirt with my fingers. I'd get to the end of the com- 
pound and then a quard would walk through the 
straight lines my fingers had made to “inspect” 
my work, He'd laugh and say, “There are footprints 
in these lines. Do it again,” I raked back and forth 
for hours—my fingers bleeding, his feet messing 
up my lines. My perception of reality was com- 
pletely distorted. Why was he out to get me? What 
had I done to this man? After the manual labor 
came the beatings, which were followed by 
interrogation and more beatings—for everyone. 


the torture went on into the night, not just for me 

but for every sorry sack in the camp, The only time I 
was happy was when I was in my cramped, dark box. 
Iwas happy to have my underwear—the same pair 
that I had accidentally crapped in while we were in 

the woods—nde up my butt and chafe my raw skin, I . 
was happy to defecate inacoffeecanwithahood 
over my head. As long as I was not getting spit at in 
the face or my ass kicked, [ was happy. 

At 4:30 in the morning they called for Nos. 30 
through 45 to come out of their boxes. I pulledmy | 
sack up just a bit to get a peek at what was going 
on. Forty-five hadn't left his box. Earlier, he and I 
had been trying to contact each other with Morse 
code just to keep from going crazy, but neither of 
us had mastered it. Instead, we knocked rap tunes 
through the wall that separated us. They called for 
him again, but stillno response. “If we have to drag 
you out, there's gonna be trouble,” said one guard. 
No response. For all 1 knew, he had frozen to death. 
After all, it was maybe 30 degrees. I slipped my 
hood back down butit was too late, “Forty-six,” the 
guard whispered, “if you really want to know what's 
going on out here, why not just join us?” “No 
thanks,” Iwhispered back, andthe 14meninranks | 
all laughed.

At dusk I was lined up in the courtyard with the 
others and given a bowl. Aside from some ants, it 
was three days since my rabbit meal. The 80-man 
line wrapped in a horseshoe formation around the 
courtyard so that we could all see a caldron at the 
front.

How did you end up 
getting captured? 

Iwas flying an A1-E 
skyraider when I was shot 
down. It was noon. While 
Iwas in the chute coming 
down, they kept shooting 


fat me. [hit the ground and 


got ready to set the world’s 
sprint record. 

Who captured you? 

There were about 20 kids 
that they used as hounds to 
chase me, the fox. A little 
boy about 9 years old found 
me. These kids were laugh- 
ing. It wasn’t war for them, 
more like hide and seek. The 
most hornfying sight that 
I've seen on this earth was a 
teenager with an AK-47 just 
itching to let me have it. 
Where were you taken? 
The Hanoi Hilton [the ironic 
name given North Vietnam’s 
main POW camp by Ameri- 
can prisoners]. They were 
working on another guy 
when I got there and that 
didn’t do my peace of mind 
any good. They threw mein 
a room, and I was all tied up 
like a turkey. It was a dark 
room with two kerosene 
lamps, you know, casting 
shadows and all that. I 
mean, they were good at 
making it a very eerie, sin- 
ister sort of place. The 
interrogator was sitting in 
the chair and I was on the 


ground. It was a chess 
match. I knew the game was 
going to start and they had 
all the good pieces. 

Did the torture sessions 
start right away? 

Yeah. Ithought, well, shit, if 
Ihave to last 24 hours, I can 
do that. But nota month, a 
year or seven years! I found 
out that you can’t withstand 
excruciating torture indef- 
initely, but 
atthe 
same time

Icouldn't | We 
give up.

What was the most painful 
torture trick? 

They got me in leg shackles 
with an iron bar under my 
ankles that went through 
the shackles. Then they 
looped a nylon rope around 
one elbow, pulled both my 
arms behind my back, then 
looped it around the other 
elbow and pulled them 
together. And, by God, your 
elbows willtouch, Then they

pulled my elbows up over my 
head and forced my head 
down underneath thatiron 
bar—just tearing the hell 
out of my body. They shoved 
a towelin my mouth because 
I quess I was screaming too

asphyxiation, but some 
guard came by and pulled it 
out. We had this saying, 
“First the pain and then the 
brain.” The brain shuts 
down when you can’t resist 
with your body any longer. I 


just wanted the pain to stop. 


Have you ever felt that 
kind of pain since then? 
Oh, no. No, I had never felt 
that kind of pain before or 
after I wentin there. 
Women talk about child- 
birth, and guys talk about 
passing kidney stones, but 
that's painful and then it’s 
over with. You can take 
pain if you know it’s not 
going to last forever. But 
then the torture lasts for 
days... forever. 

Did you ever become 
friends with the guards? 
Hell no! It was strange, 
though. Jerry Denton, a 
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AS 
POW, was really getting 
worked over by one of the 
guards, and Jerry looked 

at him and said, “Why are 
you doing this?” And the 
guard broke down crying 
and ran out of the cell. 
Unfortunately, I never ran 
across any of those quys. 
Their whole system was 
based on terror. 

Is there any truth to cheesy 
POW movies like Missing 
in Action? 

No. You sure as hell don't 
strut around like Chuck 
Norris, actin’ tough. The 
psycho guards love to break 
people like that. And they 
have fun doing it—they 
enjoy it. A couple of quys 
over there would swagger 
around the camp. There was 
a big husky guy, who was 
200 pounds and 6-foot-3, 
and you don’t thinka 
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120-pound Vietnamese quy 
will give him much trouble. 
But if you have four 120- 
pounders, that’s a guy 
that’s 480 pounds with 
eight arms and eight legs. 
They did a number on him. 
They broke him. He dis- 
covered something about 
himself after that. When 

he got home, he was 
depressed and never came 
to terms with it. 

Were you tougher than you 
expected you'd be? 
IthoughtI could hold my 
own with almost anybody. 
But once they laid that pain 
on mel found outI wasn'ta 
superman. Now, I realize I 
did my personal best. After 
my first interrogationina 
room called Heartbreak 
Hotel, a cellmate said, “We 
may not survive this, but our 
job is to do the best we can 
until the lights go out.” I 
said, “Waaah, this is bull- 
shit. What's this shit about 
dying? It's not supposed to 
end this way.” Buta lot of 
guys die. That's the way itis. 
Then you start thinking, “I 
think I got it miserable? At 
least I'm alive and those 
young kids that went inta 
the jungle got killed. I could 
at least try to measure up to 
that kind of a bravery.” 

Did you ever start feeling 
sorry for yourself? 

Once you slip into depres- 
sion and not givin’ a shit, 
you're gone, You'll die. We 
had one guy who just lay 
down and was going to die. 
Pulled a blanket over his 
head. We just pulled it off 
and sat on him and force- 
fed him until he snapped 
out of it. But I was in soli- 
tary and there’s nobody to 
do that for you there. 

What was the food like? 

I won't say it was horrible 
because it was food. But 
there was so little of it—a 
small handful of nceanda 
small bowl of something 
that looked like turnip 
greens. I had that twice a 
day. I was hungry for seven 
years straight. [don't mean 
just hungry, I mean raven- 
ously hungry. I was trying to 
keep my mind together and 
there’s my body vanishing 
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before my eyes. As for 
thirst, they gave mea tiny 
bit of water. I would dream 
of pools of ice cold water 
that I could just drink gal- 
lons and gallons of. 

Have you ever gone hungry 
since your release? 

No! No! The danger was 
eatin’ way too much when I 
ot home. I had to just say, 
God dang, George, slow 
down.” I was eatin’ every- 
thing on the plate, I went 
from 165 pounds or so to 
210 pounds overmght. 
Was there any man-on- 
man sex in the camp? 

The lack of women was noth- 
ing. You read about prisons 
like Devil's Island, where the 





guys were humpin’ each 
other. Well, that wasn't even 
a consideration. 

Was your cell accommo- 
dating for exercise? 

No. Iwas ina very small cell. 
Three steps and I was to the 
end of the celland three 
steps back. I could jog in 


| place. Ispenta lotoftime 


standing on my hands. 
Iunderstand you were one 
of the few POWs to escape. 
Twas in bad shape but I had 
to do it. Iwas ina courtyard 
wearing cuffs, one around 
my ankle and one around my 
wrist for an hour break every 
couple of days. I was fiddling 
around with the cuffs and 
picked the lock with a wire. 
T planned it with George 
Coker. I thought about old 
Patrick Henry's “Give me lib- 
erty or give me death,” Is

that bullshit? Oram I the 
kind of guy who would die 
at least trying to be free? 
That's one of the epiphanies 
of my experience out there: 
All these great words that I 
believed in—but did I really? 
So we decided to go. We 
climbed up onto the roof of 
our section. Then we got 
over the barbed wire and ran 
for the nver. We had some 
drawstrings from our paja- 
mas, our pnson uniforms, 
and tied ourselves together, 
around our waists. And then 
we went into the Red River 
and dog paddled. It was 2 at 
mht. The sun comes up 
about 6. And when it does, 
it's dark and then, bango, 
it's sunlight. And we got 
caught away from the shore 
where we could hide, A fish- 
erman came night above us. 
Would you ever go back 
and visit like many vets? 
Hell no! It wasn't a happy 
experience. Some Jews visit 
Auschwitz but they wouldn't 
if the SS were still in charge. 
And the same guys who tor- 
tured me are still running 
that damn country. No way. 
What technological 
advancement shocked you 
when you came home? 
Well, just man on the moon. 
When guys were shot down, 
they would bring the latest 
news with them. We'd say, 
“What's the status of the 
international conference on 
Vietnam?” and they'd say, 
“Geez, I don't know any- 
thing about that. But the 
Yanks won the Series.” Well, 
fuck the World Series. 

What one thing did you 
learn from this experience? 
Those torture sessions were 
examinations to find out 
what I really believed in and 
what I was willing to sacn- 
rice, I learned my word is 
gold. And to be brutally 
honest with myself and 
others. Iwas released on 
February the 12th in ‘73 and 
T realized how truly weak a 
human being can be.

“Can | go home now?” 


When asking nicely won’t get you past the guards 
and back to your family, it’s time for Plan B 


During an American heli- 
copter attack on a secret 
Vietnamese camp, 
POW James Rowe of 
the Army Special 
Forces had been 
dragged intoa 
cattail swamp bya <a; 
guard nicknamed >: 
“Porky.” Without 
Porky noticing, 
Rowe released the 
magazine from Porky's 
gun and smashed it into 
the mud with his boot. 
Rowe then attacked and 
killed Porky with his bare 
hands before quickly sig- 
naling the Americans, A 
helicopter almost gunned 
Rowe down, believing he 
was Vietcong, until they 
noticed his long dark 
beard. After five years in 
the camp, Rowe was lifted 
to freedom. 

A breakout from Stalag 
Luft III in Germany was 
the stuff Steve McQueen 
movies were made from. 
POWs effected their 
Great Escape by tunnel- 
ing beneath their Nazi 
captors through a 336- 
foot tunnel rigged up 
with lighting, air condi- 
tioning and a system of 
trolley relays. The men 
shuttled 1 ton of dirt for 
every 3-and-a-half-feet 
of tunnel, a project that 
required a year’s worth 
of work from more than 
600 men. On March 24, 
1944 the prisoners 
escaped and scurried 
into the night. Of the 73 
men who escaped, a piti- 
ful three made it safely 
to Britain, as 20 were 
recaptured and 50 were 
slaughtered. 

Not all of the tunnelers at 
Stalag Luft IT] were as 
organized as the Great 
Escapers—or as smart. 
One pair decided to keep 
their tunnel a secret by 
filling itin behind them 
as they tunneled. The two 
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home was zealously 


patrolled byYankee i i 


Stadium’s ushers 


soon found themselves 
trapped underground 
ina shrinking death 
chamber. Luckily, they 
had trailed a safety line 
behind them, which they 
used to signal others 
above. They were safely 


| dug out—by the quards! 


Frenchy, a Union Civil 
War soldier, escaped 


| daily from the infamous 


Confederate compound 


| in Andersonville, Geor- 


gia, only to be returned 
each time by local farm- 


ers. Embarrassed by all 


of the highly publicized 
escapes, the Anderson- 
ville commander, Cap- 
tain Henry Wirz, gave 
Frenchy a cushy work 
detail as a peace offer- 
ing. The very next day, 
Frenchy escaped again. 
This time there was no 
search party sent out 
because the commander 
was “glad to be rid of 
him.” But the next 


| morning, Frenchy walked 


back into the prison and 
explained that he had 
been out “picking black- 
berries.” Confused and 
irritated by Frenchy's 


| apparent misunder- 


standing of the entire 
prisoner/ captor rela- 
tionship, Wirz struck 

a deal with the North 
to start up a prisoner 
exchange program, just 
to get rid of Frenchy.

The legendary ladies’ man on his bad reputation, postal pubic hair and time in the slammer 


You were out of the limelight for years before 
your comeback buzz following Boogie Nights. 
Tell me about the lowest point of your career. 
You don’t have enough time, There were a lot of 
low points, but everyone goes through that, it’s 
all part of the process. If you understand that 
you ll be allright in the end, then it’s bearable. 
[think the bottom line is how long you last— 
and I just planned on outliving the bastards! 
How did you survive? 
A sense of humor is the only thing that really 
works. Be independent, Ifyou can pick up a book 
and remember there’s an outside world, that 
helps. I remember I was out in LA when the Gulf 
War was Just starting up, and I thought, “Here 
we are, we're going to war, people are going to 
get killed, this is insane.” I was checking into my 
hotel and asked the desk clerk if there was any 
news and he said, “Yeah, it's 
terrible. The president and the 
vice president are gone, they're 
just gone.” I said, “Ohno, oh my 
God!" Turns out he was talking 
about Warner Brothers studio. 
When you were researching 
your role for Boogie Nights, did 
you go to any porno sets? 
Yeah, it's depressing. I knew 
some directors in that business, 
if you can call them that, guys 
who just turned left at the hard- 
on. They're never going to get 
out of it and the illusion that 
they will is a great tragedy. I 
knew this one director who was 
always saying, “I'm gonna get my shot, I’m 
gonna get my shot.” And I'mthinking, “You poor 
guy, do you really think Spielberg's going to get 
sick one day and they're going to call you?" 
Changing the subject, you had a reputation back 
in the day for being a legendary ladies’ man. 
It's true I had a good time, at least during the 
times I can remember. I used to say, “IfI metyou 
between 1978 and 1982, I’msorry, [haveno idea 
what happened to me then.” Buta legendary 
ladies’ man? I think notorious is the word you're 
looking for. You know, as time goes by, people 
add things. It used to be, “You were an asshole.“ 
Now it’s, “You're a legendary, notorious ladies’ 
man.” I was just fortunate enough to date a lot 
of people whose names were above the title. That 
pissed some people off, but I will tell you thatthe 
best thing about having a terrible reputation is 
people you meet usually say things like, “You're 
a lot nicer than I thought you were” and “Wow, 
you've actually read a book.” 
Burt Reynolds groupies have a reputation for 
being some of the most aggressive, What's the 
strangest thing any of them ever did?

I turned to 
my date and said, “Let's go backstage and meet 
the actors.” I told this girl how wonderful she 
was, and she said, “You know, I mailed myself 
to you once.” 
Anything else? 
Thad this lady from Canada who mailed me her 
pubic hair—I think she might have been a 
little unstable. It kept coming and coming and 
coming. Everyday I got a package and I was 
thinking she had to be running out, and then 
finally it did run out. I don't know where that 
woman Is or what happened to her, but I think 
she’s very brave—and very bald! 
There was the rumor that you and Boogie 
Nights director Paul Thomas 
Anderson didn't quite see eye- 
to-eye. What do you think of all 
these young hot directors today? 
They amaze me, I haven't seen them 
in theater or in canceled television 
shows, so where they learned how 
to be so good, I don’t know. Today 
there's no place to fail. When I was 
starting out, nobody cared if you 
failed on Sea Hunt. Bad television 
is where I learned how to act. I 
think I'm the only actor around 
today who's been canceled by all 
three networks! 
In Striptease, Demi Moore spenta 
lot of time naked in front of you. 
Did you get, uh, aroused? 
My only thought was, “I hope, I really hope, that 
Bruce Willis is pissed off.” I don’t think he was, 
but I was having a really good time. Alot of peo- 
ple were like, “What in the hell movie is he 
doing, because it seems to be different than the 
one everyone else is doing.” 
You do steal the show with the scene where 
you slather yourself with Vaseline. 
I kind ofliked that scene. I would recommend it. 
Only thing is now I know why they put that shit 
on and swim the English Channel. It doesn't come 
off. Itook about 13 baths and it was still on me. 
Is it true that Alfred Hitchcock once told you that 
Smokey and the Bandit was his favorite film? 
He didn’t say that to me, but he did sayit to 
somebody else, and I’m not sure he wasn't being 
sarcastic. He could be terribly sarcastic. One 
time when he was filming, his cameraman told 
him that they couldn't use any of the footage 
that they had just shot because the actors were 
all wet and you could see right through Anne 
Bancroft’s dress and she wasn’t wearing any 
underwear. Hitchcock said, “Talk to hairdress- 
ing, don’t talk to me.” 
You've been divorced twice. Would you ever 


consider tying the knot again? 
People say that like it’s 11 times. Yeah, the first 
time I was married for an hour anda halfandthe 
second time... it seems like along time, No, I 
don’t want to get married again; I'm not real 
good at a married relationship, I've seen a cou- 
ple that were real good and I'm very jealous of 
them, and I've seen eight billion that don’t work. 
Can anything make a marriage work? 
Well, in one case it’s just two sensational peo- 
ple being very generous to each other, and in 
the other case, it’s just very strong Catholicism. 
In 1959, you were in a Twilight Zone episode. 
Is it true that Rod Serling purposely had 
chronic bad breath to keep actors from getting 
too close to him? 
He didn't do that to me. I thought his breath 
smelled great. 
You played football at Florida State. Do you ever 
get sick of that damn Seminole fight song? 
Well, they didn’t have it when I was there, but 
am I sick of it? Well, not when they're winning. 
Though I'm sure the University of Florida is. 
Your father was a police chief in Florida when 
you were growing up, Did you and your friends 
get any special treatment? 
No, but I did get thrown in jail once for fight- 
ing. My father came in, looked at my friends and 
said, “Your father's here, you can go, and your 
father’s here, you can go” and he looked at me 
and said, “Your father didn’t show up.” He just 
left me there and threw every drunk he got for 
the next two days in on top of me. My dad had 
areal Marine mentality—he still does. He’s still 
alive, 94 years old, and I wouldn't try to fight 
him with an ax! 
Will you ever shave the infamous Burt 
Reynolds mustache? 
Idid for my last movie! It was difficult, I hadn't 
had it offin along, long time and it was kind 
of like coming out from behind a hedge. It’s 
amazing—I looked at least a month younger. 
Mustaches are a really good thing unless you're, 
well, a Russian bride. 
A stuntman died on the set of your movie, 
Sharkey’s Machine. Have you ever come close 
to biting the bullet while shooting a movie? 
Oh, sure. I've broken like 9,000 bones; I don’t 
havea spleen. My body is aroad map of my films. 
I can point to a scar and be like, “That one’s from 
Hooper, this one's from The Longest Yard...” 
Finally, any regrets after all these years? 
Thousands. My real regret—but I really wouldn't 
have done it differently—is I had sucha good 
time that it really bothered some people. But 
what can you do?

ometime back in 1998, 
Pamela Anderson decided 
that she didn’t want to talk 
about her breasts anymore. 
As smart career moves go, 
this was judged by most 
Hollywood insiders to be 
right up there with suicide. 
After all, Pammy was no 
Meryl Streep at the best of 
times, and it would be fair 
to say that she owed pretty much everything 
in the fame and fortune department to those 
eye-catching enhancements. Whether jiggling 
under a red swimsuit or dodging staples onthe 
centerfold of Playboy, they were her lucrative 
unique selling point. Refusing to discuss them 
was insane, a bit like the head of the Egyptian 
Tourist Board waking up one morning and 
deciding, “Ah, screw it, who wants to hear 
about the pyramids anyway?” 

Nevertheless, her mind was made up. Sink or 
swim, she wanted the world to know there was 
much more to her than a world-class thorax. 

And now—what do you know?—it turns out 
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she was right. Anderson’s career is currently 
riding high as ever thanks to V..P., the hit show 
that she both stars in and produces. Centered 
around a female private investigation agency 

in Los Angeles, it relies on kooky gags rather 
than cleavage shots, aiming to combine the 
glamour of Charlie's Angels with the knowing 

wit of Moonlighting. 

“There's as much humoras action, and we 
really poke fun at ourselves,” she says, speaking 
to FHM from her trailer on the set. “The way I 
envisaged it from the beginning was as a kind 
of anti-television show, debunking the industry 
and the dumb blonde image that I had built up 


_ around me.” So then, ironic Pam—and sure 


enough her character in the show is a parody 
of all things bimbo, a Valley Girl gumshoe capa- 
ble of mistaking a nuclear detonator device 
for a makeup case or losing vital microchips 
down her G-string. 

Far less air-headed has been Anderson's 


| approach to business. As well as taking a slice 


of the profits from V.J.P., Anderson is also set- 


ting up her own Internet television network, 


PamTV.com, which could launch her into the 


financial big leagues. Reassuringly for 
investors, her stock with the general public 
remains auspiciously large, with Baywatch 

still being syndicated around the globe and 

her personal web site receiving eight million hits 
a month. In fact, only in her private life have 
things refused to go smoothly. Despite a recent 
attempt at reconciliation, she’s now split for 
good from her husband, Tommy Lee.

Stick some oranges in his wet suit, 
give him a bad wig, then I'll step out of the 
waves going, “Phew!”

Okay. But what about your own bodyguards? 
Are they on permanent duty? 

I don’t lead my life surrounded by them, but 
there are situations—like a premiere, say—where 
people are aware that you're coming andit’s a 
big deal. The sad thing is I go to the mall with 
just my girlfriends and what happensis thata 
couple of people recognize me, then a couple 
more, then I sign a few autographs and it gets 
way out of hand. Suddenly, I have to run away 
through the mall, getting chased to my car by 
this herd of people. 

What was your scariest brush with fans? 

I got mobbed ona beach in Uruguay when I 

was doing an appearance. My God, that was 
frightening. They ripped off my blouse, I got 
smacked on the head bya rock, and if they'd 
gotten any closer, I would have been torn to 
pieces or trampled. I would have died, definitely. 
There were thousands of guys on this beach, but 
there were no barricades up, so they swarmed 
forward. They smashed the windows out of my 
van and tried to tip it over, screaming, “I love 
you, Pamela!” I got hustled by my bodyguards 
to a building, but the crowd got in and broke 
the whole place down.

| trades, and they make up 40 percent of 
the NASDAQ dollar volume each day. Of 
course, not all of them are making money. 
An estimated 70 percent of day traders 
lose their initial capital within a few 
‘ia months. Don't be one of them! Insteaq, 
i ( te SS embrace the FHM quide to safe trading. Holaing 
stocks for more than a day may not seem glamorous, 
| but then, neither is stringing yourself up with a dirty 
da th ik B shoelace when you've lost your life's savings. 


Level One 


To begin trading, you'll need three basic things: 
Internet access, an e-mail account and cash money. 
Setting up 

You'll only need to access the Internet when you want 
to trade a stock or check your portfolio, so whether 
you're connected to the Web at home or misappropnat- 
ing computer resources at work doesn’t really matter. If 
you don’t already have an e-mail account, you can geta 
free one from Hotmail (www.hotmail.com) or 
Yahoo (www.yahoo.com), among many others. 
Not having money is a bigger problem. 

Setting aside money 

Don‘t invest any money you might need within 
the next five years. The chance your stock will 
hit its peak at the exact time you need your sav- 
ings is slim. And don’t even think about buying 
into the market until you've cleared up any out- 
standing debt. Consider this: Most credit cards 
charge around 16 percent interest. Meanwhile, 
the S&P 500, which tracks the stock prices of 
500 leading companies, grows at an average of 
11 percent yearly. Do the math: You lose nght 
from the start. While it’s possible to beat the 
S&P, basing financial decisions on such a gam- 
ble is the kind of warped thinking that will 
leave you shoeless in Vegas beqging for bus fare. 
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Choosing a broker 

Each online broker may claim to have defining 
charactenstics (lower fees, better customer 
service, cooler commercials), but come the end 
of the day, it hardly matters. All of the major 
brokers offer comparable services. Just choose 
which statement fits you best: 

“IT make more coin than the US Mint and I'd like 
to become active in the market.” 

Use E*Trade (www.etrade.com). It’s not the 
cheapest game in town (they require a $1,000 
minimum balance and charge you $14.95 to 
$19.95 per trade), but it does offer an easy format, 
a game that lets you play the market with 
$100,000 of pretend money and a slew of powerful 
research tools. Plus E*Trade created that Super 
Bowl ad with the dancing monkey. That was funny! 

“I'm a poor, miserable bastard, yet I want 
to become involved in the stock market.” 

Any investor looking fora simple initial invest- 
ment expenence should try BUYandHOLD.com 
(www. buyandhold.com), What makes it unique is 
customers can buy small pieces of a share of stock. 
Let's say you have $200. Normally, if you wanted 
to invest that money in a stock that’s trading at 
$75 per share, you'd only be able to buy two shares 
of the stock. That's like buying a car with one 
wheel—you're not going to get anywhere, By using 
BUYandHOLD to pur- 
chase fractions of 
a share, you can 
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experiment, achimp named Ola 
chosestocks by throwing darts 
at listings tacked to the wall 


invest all $200 by also buying pieces of other 
shares. To enable this setup, BUYandHOLD pools 
their customers’ orders and takes them to market 
twice a day. This is good for two reasons: 1) You're 
building a small portfolio. 2) It keeps their trans- 
action fee low at $2.99 per trade. If you're not sat- 
isfied, check out general brokers like SureTrade 
(www.suretrade.com) and Datek (www.datek.com), 
Opening your account 

All the brokers want your cash, so they make sign- 
ing up as easy as possible: Give them your name, 
address and Social Secunty number and you'll 
soon be trading like a pelt-laden Native American. 
E*Trade will have your account up and running 
immediately if you provide a checking account 
number for them to dip into. BUYandHOLD will 
also take funds directly from your checking 
account, but they ask that you sign and return an 
agreement form first, which can take several 
days. And, of course, anyone afraid of 
passing their checking account info 
over the Web can snail mail in their 
deposit instead. But doing so makes 
you a technophobic sissy.

In one month, 
the chimp’s picks rose an impressive 13 percent, 
outpacing many professional analysts. Of course, 
these days a pack of darts can set you back $6.95, 
and you're no doubt looking for a cheaper invest- 
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ment tool. Well, God love the Internet and The 
Motley Fool (www.fool.com), where the novice 
investor can locate acres of high-quality financial 
advice for free. To find the investment strategy 
that’s best for you, it’s time to once again pick a 
statement that best describes your personality: 

“T wouldn't mind spending several hours 
researching stocks and designing a portfolio. “ 

Granted, you can always actonahottip froma 
frend, but if you feel inclined to actually under- 
stand what you're investing in, you might have to 
do some research. “That's one of the things that 
brokerages and the professionals won't tell you,” 
explains Bill Mann, a senior analyst at The Motley 
Fool. “You can get a basic understanding of a com- 
pany by reading a financial report for a couple 
hours one afternoon.” To do the deed, print out 
the financial statements that all companies must 
File with the SEC (they're all available online at 
www.edgar-online.com). Then, go back to The 
Motley Fool to learn which statistics are impor- 
tant and which are for blowhards. 

“Tam utterly lazy and I want high returns with 


as little effort and understanding as possible.” 


Hello, youth of America! Welcome to the 
Foolish Four, a strategy that takes only 15 minutes 
to follow. The folks at The Fool have back-tested 
this method over the past quarter century and 
found that it would have averaged roughly a 24.5 
percent return each year. To put the plan in per- 
spective, let's say you initially invested $10,000, 
never added anything to that sum, but reinvested 
all of your gains. After 25 years, your initial 
$10,000 would have grown into $2.4 million. 
Here's the strateqy: You pick four of the worst 
stocks that are currently besmirching the good 
name of the Dow Jones Industrial Average, an 
index that tracks 30 of the biggest companies in 
the American economy. You hold these bottom 
dwellers for a year, on the assumption that their 
price will soon rise like Christ on Easter. “Dow 
stocks are the biggest and most important compa- 
nies in the US fora reason,” explains Mann. 
“You're taking some of the most secure companies 
in the world and saying, ‘OK, this company has 
been knocked down for whatever reason. We're 
going to assume that it’s going to come back.” 
Once a year, you'll rotate the companies you own, 
cashing out your old picks and buying the latest 
four Dow stocks to plummet. To identify these 
under-performers, The Fool uses a relatively

[nat you can t Duy stocks at the price that others 
are selling them.

And 
there was nothing they could do about it. Luckily, 
stockbrokers are smart folk, so they devised a type 
of order that lets you limit the price you'll pay fora 
stock and ingeniously dubbed it a limit order. For 
instance, in TheGlobe case, you could've settled on 
$12 as your lint. It will cost you $5 extra in some 

cases (on E*Trade, for example), but 
its worth it. Pick your stock and set 
the price you re willing to pay.

Sell 

By now, unless you've gone belly up, you'll know 
nat stocks to sell. Just remember, generally 
speaking, you re better off holding stocks rather 
than trying to buyin Low and then quickly sell off 
high. Selling is as easy as clicking the mouse a cou- 
ple of times, and you can nave the money deposited 
directly into your bank account or sentto you asa 
check. “By and large, the people who try to time 
the market ultimately fail,” says Mann. “Not by los- 
ing all of their money, but rather in terms of appre- 
ciating their assets as fast as someone who buys 
the best companies and nolds them.” Casein point: 
After studying 60,000 online accounts, a University 
of Califorma at Davis study showed that the most 
active account holders only earned an average 10 
percent return each year, while those who traded 
less frequently averaged 15 percent. Sure, slow and 
steady may not be as glamorous as playing Wall 
Street cowboy, butin 25 years you won't be worried 
about glamour.

Eighteen. I didn't exercise; I just 
sat in front of the computers. My 
eyes were red all day. I was 
always tired. When my wife 
would talk to me, I didn’t pay 
attention, I didn’t care. I would 
set my alarm for 6 in the morn- 
ing, but it didn’t go off once, I 
was so excited to start trading, 
So the trading was like a drug? 
It's exhilarating. You see your 
numbers going up or downin 
front of you. I like gambling a lot, 
but when I started day trading, I 
quit going to Las Vegas and Lake 
Tahoe because there was no 
comparison to the joy and the 
excitement of day trading. 

Did you make any cash or was 
it all down hill?

accounts did you open? 


I would say 25 different 
accounts.

When I was 17, I had this boyfriend who was phys- 
ically abusive and sold narcotics. I was subject to 
both of them, and I got pregnant and disavowed 
everyone I cared about, but I got out of it. 
What's the corniest approach or worst pick-up 
line anyone's used on you? 

This guy | was talking to on the phone said, “Is your 
mom retarded?” I went, “What? Why?” And he said, 
“Because you sure are special.” That was funny. 
Your younger sister, Chelse, is in The Virgin 
Suicides, Are you two competitive? 

She’s always wanted to be an actress, andlam 
really, really proud of her. I think she’s greatin 
her movie, and I want her to succeed in the world 


In any way she wants to. We'll both havea niche 
In this industry if we're lucky. 

You were photographed after falling down on 
your way into The Virgin Suicides premiere. Do 
you hate the paparazzi? 

That was so funny. They gave us these ridiculous 
clothes to wear to the premiere, and I've never 
understood what it is about designer clothes, 
they get away with making the most hideous 
trash, They sent us denim chaps with awful 
midriff-revealing denim jackets. I'm wearing the 
whole shebang walking down the aisle and doing 
the press line when someone says, “Hurry up, 
girls. The film’s starting,” andItrip over a 
planter. I go sprawling on my back, and this stuff 
is not only atrocious, but it’s really delicate as 
well, so my clothes are falling off. I was freaking; 
people must have thought I was so high. The 
audacity of them taking pictures while I was in 
pain! But... whatever... it’s myjobI suppose, 
and] brought it on myself, so that’s OK. 

You're keen on self-defense classes. Could you 
handle yourself ina fight? 

I like to think so. Sometimes I get paranoid going 
home to my apartmentin the middle of the night 
and I think there are people after me everywhere. 
But now I know I could knee them in the balls and 
run; impact is the way to go. Also, making you 
think you're nota victim is really important. 
People with that mentality don’t get attacked, 
Have you ever been ina brawl? 

Talmost got in a fight with a girl from high school. 
Twas walking past her with another friend who 
said, “I think she just called you a bitch.”

She’s more conserva- 
tive than lam and keeps different hours, but she 
brings fun people over and so dol. It’s kind ofa 
party house. I tend to live in squalor, but Alexis is 
very tidy and clean. I do tidy up sometimes when 
someone important is coming over. It usually 
entails putting boxes of stuff into closets, but 
that's only for someone who doesn’t know the 
way I live and hasn’t had to see it before. 

Would you clean upif a guy was coming over? 

It would be an idea if I didn’t want to scare him 
away—but only if I cared. 

You have a pet ferret. Doesn'tit stink? 

She's been de-scented. I bought herin North Caro- 
lina, where they're legal. They aren’t in California, 
so I don't have her with me. I love ferrets. If you 
raise them from when they're babies, they come 
and snuggle with you and bounce around the 
room. They make the cutest noises and are just like 
little criminal bandits. 

Does she go up people's pant legs? 

Yes, that's one of the most endearing things 
about her. I wear high socks, and she'll be all the 
way up there by my crotch before I realize.

The LAPD’s Don Hrycyk on top forgers, invisible DNA markers and the Mona Lisa’s horrible smile 


How big of an industry is art crime? 

It's the third biggest illegal industry in the world, 
right behind drugs and illegal arms sales. There’s 
$1 to $2 billion worth of art stolen each year. 

What does an art cop do? 

T investigate fine-art crimes—everything from 
art that’s stolen out of museums to private 
antique robberies to objects of historical signif- 
icance that have been swiped. I've been on cases 
that involved Stradivarius violins, Japanese 
swords, movie props and animation art. 

Are a lot of art cops just frustrated artists? 

In my case, I was working homicide in the south 
end of LA and an opening came up in art bur- 
glary downtown. I went from working dead bod- 
ies one day to working art the next. We're at a 
disadvantage in this country, though, because 
there are no national art theft squads like there 
are in Europe or South America. 

Do you think about starting an 

art collection of your own? 

No. There’s so much fake art 
around that I'm not confident of 
getting the genuine article, but 
the job has definitely made me 
alot more knowledgeable—each 
case brings me in contact with 
artists, appraisers and histori- 
ans. Working with these people 
is an education in itself. 

Is ittrue that the reason for 

Mona Lisa's silly grin is because 

she did the nasty before posing? 
Well, the speculation on the 
Mona Lisa ranges from the 
theory that she had a medical condition causing 
compulsive teeth grinding to another that she is 
actually an artist in drag, I thinkthat during the 
long hours of posing, Ms. Gioconda amused her- 
self by drifting into private fantasies. 

What's the toughest case you've worked on? 
There have been lots of tough cases, but the 
toughest are the ones still unsolved. Back in 
the early ‘80s there were a slew of cases involv- 
ing high-value art—$500 million on average— 
with no clues, no prints, no tool marks, no 
informants, no witnesses. Nothing. Those are 
the typical means we use to solve crimes. 
Because of that, we had to rethink our strate- 
gy. Now we focus on finding the missing prop- 
erty and working backwards to find the suspect. 

When you profile art thieves, do you find they 

steal because they can't paint a lick? 

That's the thing, when you're trying to profile an 
art thief, there's no guideline. We've handled 
street thugs who steal sculptures worth more than 
$10,000 and sell it to a metal recycler for $9.34. 
Art crime is quite challenging; it covers a huge 
scope of activities, There are countries that have 
literally been victims of cultural terrorism because 
of art theft. In Italy the Mafia tried to burn the 
170 FH iM 
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Shroud of Turin for revenge and in Ireland the 
IRA stole art to show the impotence ofthe author- 
ities and to raise money for their cause. In France 
there have been Lots of what we call “artnap- 
pings,” where thieves steal work just to sell it back 
to museums and insurance companies, 
Is it true that art thieves are hired by wealthy 
private collectors to conduct art “shopping 
trips” that fall on the other side of the law? 
That's an old debate. But actually there aren't 
many wealthy people willing to trust their future 
to a street thug who would drop a dime on their 
“employers” the minute they got into trouble, It’s 
hard to say where a lot of it is going. Idon’t think 
the well known art, the stuff that’s worth mil- 
lions, is being stolen much anymore. Art thieves 
have difficulty with those items. The art world is 
very small, and if one of these pieces suddenly 
shows up onthe market and it’s worth 
millions, then people want to know 
where it came from. You can see that 
with the Isabella Gardner Museum 
theft in Boston 10 years ago. There 
were literally millions of dollars in 
work stolen and it’s still missing. I 
don’t think they'll ever find a real 
buyer. That has to be the biggest 
unsolved mystery in the art world. 
There have been clues, but nothing 
has panned out. When that stuff sur- 
faces it will be one hell of a find. 
Do good art thieves have to know 
their way around a trapeze? 
No. I think for art crimes there are 
two categories: straight art thieves 
and con men. The con men are pretty slick cus- 
tomers. They not only use stealth, but also are 
into other types of sophisticated crimes, includ- 
ing fakes, forgeries and phony art investment 
scams that usually defraud the elderly. 
Do the elaborate theft prevention devices used 
in the The Thomas Crown Affair really exist? 
Sure, there are lasers and counter-weights and 
such, but only forvery specialized cases. These 
days a lot of attention and money is paid to van- 
dalism. Any person can walk into a museum 
with a hammer or acid and in a matter of sec- 
onds do immeasurable damage and cost the 
establishment thousands. Believe it or not, it 
happens all the time. Recently, there was a quy 
in Italy who thought he was Christ going around 
taking a hammer to Pietas. He ruined dozens 
and dozens of pieces of art. 
How accurate was the Sean Connery movie, 
Entrapment, in depicting art thieves? 
Not at all accurate as far as how most art theft 
occurs. Clever high-tech wall-crawlers in ninja 
suits are not our primary adversaries. The real 
problems are foolish vicims who leave themselves 
vulnerable to petty criminals, involving state-of- 
the-art alarm systems that were neverturned on 


or priceless treasures placed in safes with the com- 
bination left in an unlocked drawer nearby. 

What are some of the coolest gadgets? 

One new process that has emerged is placing 
the artist's invisible DNA markers on the art- 
work so that it can be scanned later with a hand- 
held device to determine its authenticity. Other 
devices include implanting radioactive isotopes 
or encoding the art with micro-crystals. 

Who's the sneakiest art thief of all time? 
Depends upon what area you're looking at. As far 
as Stealing rare books, you can't find a better 
thiefthan Steven Blumberg. When he was final- 
ly taken down he had broken into the best col- 
lections in the country—both private and pub- 
lic ones—and had stocked his entire home with 
stolen books. He was a real cat burglar, one of 
the all-time greats. Then there’s Van Meegeren— 
he fooled everybody. He began making fake 
Vermeers to get back at the experts who frowned 
upon his “real” artwork. He made fakes and had 
them authenticated by these same experts. 
During World War IT he sold fakes to the Nazis and 
afterwards was charged with collaborating with 
the enemy. He told the truth and nobody be- 
lieved him, so they put him in a studio and had 
him create another Vermeer from scratch. 

How common is it for senile old ladies to walk 

out of museums during working hours with art? 
Not very—it's not the old ladies I’m concerned 
with, it’s the thugs who wear Armani and carry 
guns. They slice priceless paintings out of the 
frame, plunder archaeological sites and cut 
pages out of rare books. 

FHM's favorite work is “Dogs Playing Poker.” 

Do you know if anyone has ever tried to steal it? 
[hope not. It has been entertaining people for 
a long time. It doesn’t score high marks with 
art critics, but I'm sure it gets the popular vote 
of most Americans. 

What's the oddest place you've found stolen art? 
There was this guy living in an old house who 
had turned the garage into an aviary for rare 
birds and was raising pot-bellied pigs inthe liv- 
ing room. It smelled so bad we could barely walk 
in the door. He had $1 million worth of stolen 
Tibetan artifacts ina dusty bookcase beside the 
front door, like he had just forgotten aboutthem 
or something. There was also this billionaire oil 
tycoon who discovered his $450,000 painting 
was suddenly a photograph. The woman ofthe 
house walked by it for weeks before noticing 
that somebody had photographed the painting, 
blown it up to the exact size to fitthe frame and 
then walked off with the original. 

Did you catch him? 

Yeah, it turned out to be the butler. 

Do you always catch your man? 

More often than you might think.

Larry Erickson responds: 
It's well within 
the amateur gar- 
dener’s grasp to 

install a water feature in any 

yard. Ana you'll be pleased 
to know it’s not very aiffi- 
cult. The ngid prefab ponds, 
available in a vanety of 
shapes and sizes, are the 

easiest to install. It’s just a 


matter of digging a hole to 
accommodate the mold, 
ensuring that it’s level, then 
back-filling the soil around 
it. Most even come with 
molded plastic shelving to 
suit water plants. 

Your other option is 
using a flexible plastic liner 
that will enable you to 
select whatever shape and 
size you want. Reasonably 
durable and inexpensive, 
PVC or polyethylene sheeting 
is easily repaired and ideal 





for small or medium-sized 
ponds. You'll need a liner 
measuring twice the length 
and width of the pool, plus 
twice the maximum depth. 
Add 18 inches each way to 
be sure you'll have enough 
liner to accommodate your 
pond shelves, An inner liner 
made of old carpet or sev- 
eral layers of burlap wall 
reduce the chance of the 
plastic liner being punc- 
tured. For the rest, follow 
these easy steps: 


— ep Select a level, semi-shaded 
spot, preferably away from large trees to 
keep autumn leaves from falling into it. 


| Mark the desired size and shape of the 
| pond (including paving stones) using a 


garden hose. 


—tep< Lay the linerinside, contouring 
it to the shelves. Weigh down the edges 
of the liner with bricks, then add water. 
Cut off any surplus liner, leaving an extra 
12 inches to go under the paving stones. 


Step Remove a 9-inch wide band of 


| turf from just inside the hose. Dig down 


6 inches; this will be your edge. Remove 
another 9-inch band and dig down 1 foot: 
your potted pond plants will go here. 
Now dig out the middle, making sure itis 
at least 13 inches deep.

| laws pertaining to gun 
licensing and the application process 
vary by state and often by munici- 
pality. But from a legal standpoint, 


being robbed, mugged or assaulted 
is not grounds for obtaining a permit 





to carry a handgun. In fact, today 
it’s almost impossible for an ordinary 
citizen to obtain a permit. To qualify, 
you'd have to demonstrate an on- 
going need related to business activ- 
ities or special circumstances, such 
as carrying large sums of money. And 
even then, the use of a licensed gun 
would be extremely restnicted. 

This is as it should be. Realis- 
tically, a handgun carned for defen- 
sive purposes Is unlikely to give you 
a positive outcome, especially with- 
out extensive training akin to that 
required for mastering a martial art. 

| This is true for several reasons. You 
would be at risk of having it wrestled 
away and used against you. It’s also 
likely to give you a false sense of 
security that may put you in situa- 

| tions you'd otherwise avoid. What's 
more, if you misunderstand a situa- 
tion and shoot someone, you may 
find yourself charged with homicide.
